PARLIAMENT  PAYS  TRIBUTE 

TO  WORK  OF  EMPIRE  FORCES 


LONDON.  Oct.  29, — The  oinclal  state- 
ment from^  Britlah  headquarters  in 
France  and  Belgium  tonight  reada: 

"A  detachment  of  Innlakllllng  Kual- 
Uera   entered    the    enemy    trenchea    thia

"Successful  raids.  In  which  a  number 
of  prisoners  were  taken,  ware  carried 
out  early  this  morning  by  Belgian 
troops  north  and  sOuth  of  Dixmude. 
Tha  hostile  artillery  has  been  active 
north  of  the  Ypres-Rouiers  railway. 
Our  own  artillery  has  shown  great 
activity    northeast    of   Tpres.        ^  " 

"Aviation:  On  Sunday  a  thick  base 
greatly  hindered  work  In  the  air.  Our 
airplanes  fired  many  rounds  at  tha 
enemy  troops  in  their  trenches  and 
shell  holes.  More  than  100  bombs  were 
dropped  on  hostile  airdromes  and  bil- 
lets. The  Oontrode  airdrome,  the  Cour- 
tral  station  and  the  billets  and  railway 
station  In  the  neighborhood  of  Roulers 
were  bombed.  There  was  little  air 
fighting,  owing  to  the  mist  Onp  Oer- 
man  machine  -was  brought  down  and 
one  was  driven  down  out  of  control. 
One  of  our  machines  Is  missing."

PARIS,  Oct.  99. — ^The  communication 
on  the  war  operations  Issued  tonight 
says:

During  the  day  our  batteries  continued 
the  destruction  of  numerous  enemy 
works  and  batteries.  The  Oerman 
sYtillery  reaponded  only  feebly.  Our 
aviators  have  carried  out  numaroua 
fllgbU."

The  early  announcement  follows: 
"In   Belgium    rather   violent     artillery 
actions  occurred  north  of  Draelbank. 

"South  of  St.  Quenttn  we  made  an  at- 
tack which  enabled  us  to  bring  back  a 
machine  gun  and  prisoners. 
"On  the  Aisne  fropt  spirited  artillery 
fighting  occurred  near  Hurteblse  and  In 
the  aeetor  north  of  Vaudesson.

AERIAL  RAIDERS 
CHECKED  AT  COAST 


LONDON.  Oct.  29.— Hostile 
airplanes  endeavore<^  to  carry 
out  a  raid  tonight  onKhe  south- 
east coast  of  England,  but  none 
of  them  were  able  to  pass  the 
outer  defenses,  according  to  an 
official  communication  issued 
late  tonight  by  Field  Marshal 
Viscount  French,  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the»Home  Forces. 

The  statement  of  Viscount 
French  folldws: 

"Hostile  airplanes  attempted 
to  raid  the  southeast  coast  to- 
night. Our  airplanes  went  up, 
and  the  guns  and  lights  were  in 
action.  No  hostile  airplanes 
succeeded  in  passing  the  outer 
defenses." 

AVarjiing  of  the  air  raid  was 
given  Londoners  by  police  and 
special  officers,  but  in^the  ab- 
sence of  gunfire  in  the  city  area 
there  was  no  excitement.  A 
few  persons  entered  tTie  under- 
ground  railways  or  went  into 
buildings.  As  usual,  the  streets 
were  cleared  quickly,  except 
that  here  and  there  automobiles, 
busses  and  a  few  pedestrians 
were  going  about  their  business 
apparently  unconcerned. 
.  Crowds  in  the  theatres  an4 
lestaurants  remained  there  until 
the  bugle  sounded  the  "All 
clear"  message,  which  was 
greeted  by  cheers.  For  the 
most  part,  however,  the  resi- 
dents of  London  were  in  bed, 
and  apparently  a  comparativelpr 
small  number  knew  tit^t  an  air 
raid  warning  had  been  given.

rible conflict  at  Lanremarck 
the  Somme,  Vimy  Ridfe  and 
down  through  the  battles  to 
Lens,  should  be  brought 
back  to  Canada  in  a  body 
tad  given  a  well  deserved 
rest."

There  Is  even  a  llkelUiood  that 
a  number  of  Canadian  manufn«turera 
will  have  to  face  sacrlftoe  in  the  futura 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  posirtbla 
for  the  United  BUtea  to  supply  many 
materials'  required  for  <Sommerclal  ptir» 
poMa  in  Canada,  rurthar,  thare  ta  rea- 
son to  believe  that  there  will  be  a  soar- 
city  in  materials  required  in  Canada  for 
the  manufacture  of  articlea  whieh  might 
properly  be  regarded  aa  artloles  con- 
tributory to  the  war.  It  ia  felt  that  tha 
situation  can  only  be  met  by  the  atrtot- 
eat  economy   in   the  use  of  metal*. 

Arrangements  have  been  reached  with 
Wanhington  whereby  all  articlea  now 
requiring  priority  shall  first  be  covered 
by  priority  application  nmade  by  the 
United  States  shipper.  Such  applicatloa 
nruat  be  forwarded  to  the  Department 
of  Trade'  and  Commerce.  Ottawa,  and 
the  department  upon  invostlgation  a«  to 
the  need  and  urgency  of  the  article  in 
Canada  will  recommend  auch  priority  aa 
It  can,  based  on  tbe  acherae  laid  down 
by  Judge  Lovett,  chairman  of  the  prior- 
ity committee.

connection  with  the  arbitration  jagard- 
ing  tho  valuation  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Canadian  Northern  to  bd  ac- 
quired by  the  Oovommont. 

The  agreement,  which  must .  yat  ha 
ratified  by  tha  full  caMnot.  provldoo 
that  should  the  .value  ao  determhiod  by 
the  board  be  the  sum  of  91«.000,M«  or 
more,  the  price  shall  be  |10,000,H0.

The  Qerman  advance  upon  Italy 
through  the  Julian  Alpa  haa  forced 
upon  the  Srltiah  Qovernment  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  decision  upon  points  which 
for  some  time  have  been  a  matter  of 
highly  aerloua  controveray. 

The  contingency  of  a  heavy  on- 
slaught upon  Italy,  with  the  ezpectAtlon 
of  political  aa  well  aa  military  results 
of  the  higheat  Importance,  had  been 
reckoned  upon  by  the  •Brltlah  war 
cabitaet.  with  the  result  that  a  con- 
siderable force  of  artillery  was  dla- 
patched  to  Cadorna.  Lloya .  Qeorge., 
during  hia  vlalt  to  Italy,  did  oot  deA-* 
nltely  commit  htmaelf,  but.  aa  the 
Sunday  Tlmea  saya,  ha  left  the  Im- 
pression with  hla  lUllan  allies  that 
they  might  count  on  the  fullest  sup- 
port from  Oraat  Britain  ahould  the 
need  arise. 

The  Manchester  Guardian  yesterday 
aaked:  "What  la  the  right  anawer  to 
the  present  Invaalon  of  Italy T  The 
best  would  be  the  anawer  given  to  the 
Austrian  offensive  against  Italy  In  itK.

Prom  the  Italian  oflhslal  re* 
porta  of  yeaterday  It  appeara  aa  If  Gen- 
eral Cadoma's  troopa  are  beginning  to 
offer  aome  raalatance.  but  on  what  part 
of  the  front  la  not  elear.  Within  >4 
houra  the  enemy  haa  advanced  from 
Clvldale  to  Undlaa,  a  dlatdnea  of  ap- 
proximately tan  mllea.  Berlin  reporta 
that  the  Italian  front  Is  weakening  north 
of  the  aector  which  waa  pierced  In  the 
attack,  and  there  are  algaa  of  It  glTlag 
way  aa  far  as  Ploeeken  Paas.  The 
Swiaa  frontier  la  reported  to  be  eloaed, 
which  la  taken  aa  an  la^leatlon  that  the 
Aaatro-Oarmana  are  brlaglag  up  rain- 
forceroenta  In  order  to  drive  -their  ad- 
vantage  home.  Until  more  partloulara 
are  available  It  Is  Impoeelble  to  explain 
the  cauae  of  the  audden  Italian  eol. 
lapae.  It  came  at  a  moment  of  political 
crisis  In  the  oeuatry  and  withta  a  few 
weeka  of  Italy's  graateat  suoeesses  la 
the  war.  The  xuggeatlon  appears  to  ba 
tbat  It  la  internal  eaasea  which  bava 
weakened  the  reaiating  power  of  tha 
Italian  armlea. 

Britain  and  France  are  under  an  ob- 
ligation to  provide  aid  la  the  drenm- 
ataa^ea  by  tha  nature  of  their  jrar  al- 
liance with  Italy  and  the  eo-operatlvo 
plan  of  campaign  which  la  being  pur- 
sued. But.  while  aid  In  guna  and  other 
material,  and.

or  any  fiah  he  pleases,  up  to  a  deflnlta 
quantity  to  be  flxed  by  the  MiniHter 
blmaelf.

Sir, — It  W«s  with  very  great  pleasure 
and  perhaps  a  little  pardonable  pride 
that  I  read  your  article  on  Hunday  last 
under  the  above  h4taing,  for  It  carries 
out,  almost  to  the  letter,  that  whioh  I 
have  heen  eadeavorlny  to  inculcate  Into 
the  minda  of  fthe  electorate  for  the 
past  three  modtha.

The  Brittah  Xoaarehy. 

By  his  arduous  and  self-sacrlflctng 
labora  ainoe  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
in  the  fuiniment  of  which  he  has  faced 
many  dlacomforta  and  braved  many  dan- 
gers  on  aea  and  land,  the  King  haa  e«- 
alt>d  the  high  otlice  which  be  adorns, 
and  at  the  same  time  brought  Royalty 
nearer  to  the  hearts  of  the  people.  Dur- 
ing these  three  years  of  war.  when  all 
humaa  Inatltutions  have  been  paaaed 
through  the  Ore,  Klngj^hip  haa  been 
teated  aa  severely  as  any;  and  while  In 
'Russta  and  in  Oermany  the  failure  at 
the  apex  of  government  haa  been  only 
too  apparent.  In  this  country  Monarchy 
has  come  through  the  teat  more  firmly 
rooted  In  the  alTectlons  and  understand- 
ing of  the  people  than  ever  before,  The 
British  people  do  not  criticise  repubUos 
aa  aueh;  If  other  nations  think  that  a 
republic  la  the  form  of  government  un- 
der which  tbey  can  moat  fully  and  eue- 
ceasfully  develop  their  national  life. 
than  that  la  probably  the  form  of  gov- 
ernment beat  antted  to*  them.  But  the 
people  of  thip  country  are  fortunate  in 
the  enloyment  of  a  limited  Monarchy 
which  combines  every  advantage  of  re- 
publican government  along  with  merlta 
attaching  to  Inelf  alone;  and  we  are 
fortunate  at  the  preaent  time  above 
ovary  thing  elae  in  the  t^rsnn  and  char- 
aetar of  our  aoverelgn.— The  Bcotaman. 


The  Board  of  Agriculture  in  a  leaflet 
on  the  breaking  up  of  graas  land  saya 
tbat  there  are  In  Kngland  and  Walea 
abaut  K.OOO.OOa  acres  of  land  perman- 
eatly  under  grass,  and  Il.tM.eOd  aerea 
of  arable  land.

"The  number  of  the  'original  firsts,' 
as  the  men  of  the  flrst  division  ara 
called,  le  pitifully  small.  The  highest 
number  In  any  batUllon  is  110.  That 
meana  that  of  the  1,100  men  who  orig- 
inally formed  the  battalion,  Just  one- 
tenth  remains  in  the  field.  In  soma 
battalions  the  number  of  'original 
firsts'  Is  fewer  than  tO.  There  Is  no 
military  reason  why  they  should  net 
corns  back,"  said  Mr.  Lyon. 

As  to  conscription,  Mr.  Lyon  said  tba 
feeling  among  the  men  at  the  front 
was  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  that 
(usasure.  There  were  some  few  who 
were  opposed  to  conscription.  Where  a 
family  had  made  a  heavy  sacrifice, 
where  two  or  three  boys  were  at  the 
front,  and  had  left  a  boy  at  home, 
there  was  a  feeling  that  they  did  not 
want  to  see  him  conscripted. 
wm  Be  Was  la  Wast 
Commenting  upon  the  general  aspect 
of  the  war,  Mr.  Lyon  said  that  it  would 
be  Bheereat  folly  to  try  to  minimise 
the  Italian  and  Russian  dlsaaters. 

"But  the  war  will  not  be  won  in  the 
fiant,"  (be  asserted.  "It  will  be  won  in 
Flanders    and     Northern     France.       We 

ioay  Jeal  coafldent  during  this tryJiiK 

period  that  ultimately  the  three  great 
democracies  — the  British  peoples, 
France  and  the  United  HUtes — will 
make  an  end  of  the  whole  autocratic 
system  of  government.  It  must  go  If 
civilization   Is  to  remain." 

Referring  to  the  Canadian  contin- 
gents, Mr.  Lyon  said; 

'"The  Canadians  have  proved  them- 
selves excellent  shock  troops.  The 
fighting  around  Lens,  at  Vlmy  Ridge, 
Hill  70,  and  other  places  adjacent.  In- 
volved considerable  initiative  on  the 
part  of  the  troops.  This  Is  particular- 
ly applicable  to  the  suburbs  of  Lens. 
Among  the  ruined  huts  there  It  is  quite 
easy  for  men  to  hide  themselves  until 
led  forward  by  their  commanders.  It 
can  be  said  with  a  great  deal  of  con- 
fidence that  ail  the  Canadian  troops 
needed  was  more  refraining  rather  than 
leading  when  a  .battle  was  on.  The 
experience  in  the  use  of  arms  of  the 
men  when  at  home  'out  on  their  own' 
was  also  invaluable  w4ien  It  came  to 
fighting  in  the  cellars,  often  in  the 
dark,  or  crawling  from  shell  hole  to 
shell  hole  to  stop  the  Bosche.  To  this 
more  frequent  use  of  initiative  is  due 
very  largely  the  reputation  the  Cana- 
dian troops,  Britlah-bom  and  native- 
born,  tiavi  acquired  in  the  various  as- 
saults launched  this  season.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  war  they  showed 
their  tenaplty.  in  holding  positions  on 
the  Somme  thst  were  extremely  valu- 
able. 

As  Sbaek  Troops 
"The  morale  of  the  men  in  splendid. 
That  tbe  utmost  confidence  is  reposed 
in  them  by  the  Allied  lesders  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  they  were 
utilised  as  shock  troops  around  Tpres. 
The  relationship  between  the  Canadian 
and  British  troops  is  cordial.  Closer 
contact  between  the  two  has  led  to  a 
better  comprehension  and  appreciation 
of  each  other's  abilities.  The  British 
troops  are  ardently  admired  by  the 
men  of  the  Dominion  as  courageous 
and  unselfish.  There  are  very  few  of 
the  original  first  contingent  left.  From 
reliable  sources  I  learned  that  the 
highest  number  In  any  battalion  of 
those  who  left  the  shores  of  Canada 
in  1914  was  110.  Many  of  these  units 
are  reduced  to  50  men  each,  ona- 
twcntleth  of  their  original  strength. 
All  told,  there  probably  will  be  no 
more  than  1,000,  not  more  'than  two 
shiploads,  to  transport.  This  does  not 
apply  to  the  men  who  have  been- draft- 
ed to  make  up  the  strength  of  tha 
original  battalions,  but  to  men  who  en- 
listed with  the  flrst  contingent,  went 
overseas,  and  have  fought  right 
through.  These  men  rightly  feel  that 
they  are  entitled  to  a  furlough."

TEUTONS  WOULD 


Recognition  of  Independence, 
Indemnities,  and  Reparation 
for  Destruction  Wrought  Is 
Part  of  the  Bribe. 


LONDON,  Oct.  29.— La  Metropole.  a 
Belgian  newspaper  published  here,  says 
another  German  attempt  to  separate 
the  Allies  has  been  defeated  by  Baron 
ile  BroquevlUe,  the  Belgian  Foreign 
Minister. 


Germany  recently  made  a  peace  offer 
to  Belgium,  according  to  La  Metropole, 
whloh  adds  that  the  bearer  of  the 
peace  proposal  was  a  Belgian  Industrial 
and  financial  magnate  who  knows  For- 
eign Minister  de  BroquevlUe  personal- 
ly. He  went  to  Paris  through  Hwltser- 
land  and  asked  for  a  meeting  with  the 
Minister,  who  met  him  tn  a  Paris 
hotel.  The  emissary  there  aald  he  had 
been  commissioned  by  Saron  von  der 
Lancken,  legal  adviser  of  the  German 
Government  in  Belgium,  to  propose  that 
semi-ofllclal  Belgian  and  French  dele- 
gates shoul4  meet  German  delegates  in 
Berne  to, lay  down  a  basis  for  a  last- 
ing peace.  The  following  preliminary 
conditions  were  presented: 

Recognition  of  Belgian  Inaependence, 
indemnity  for  war  expenses,  reparation 
for  war  destruction  according  to  the 
Belgian  common  law,  and  convocation 
of  a  peace  conference  at  Bruasals  un- 
der the  presidency  of  King  Albert. 

Baron  de  BroquevlUe.  the  newspaper 
says,  defeated  this  attempt  to  separate 
the  Allies.

SEATTLE,  Oct.  29.— Andres  Floldstad. 
Deputy  Food  Administrator  of  Norway,

off  starvation. 

"There  Is  not  the  remotest  chance  of 
Xorway  sending  anj*  food  to  Germany 
that  she  receives  from  America,"  he  an- 
serted.  "Statements  that  we  are  feed- 
ing Germany  are  ridiculous,  because 
.Norway  needs  every  ouni:e  of  food  for 
her  own  use.  Unless  It  is  forthcoming, 
our  nation  will  face  a  serious  .famine."

States  recently  with  a  Norwegian  com- 
mission.

Liberal  Organizer  Expounds 
Dominion  Law  as  It  Applies 
to  Persons  of  Foreign  Ex- 
traction. 


COPENHAGEN,  Oct.  2J».— Tfi*  r^anish 
government  food  council,  after  conslder- 
Inc  the  growing  dlfBcultles  of  supplying 
the  home  population  witli  an  adequate 
ration  of  fsts,  has  rejected  the  proposed 
prohibition  upon  the  export  of  swine, 
and  instead  300,000  swine  will  be 
slaughtered  and  reserved  for  the  popu- 
lation of  the  towns.  Farmers  will  be 
permitted  to  MM  swine  for  their  own 
use.  and  the  rest  will  be  avallale  for 
export.  It  is  stated  that  both  Germany 
and  Britain  have  expressed  themselves 
as  satisned   with   this  arrangement. 

Butter  cards  allowing  a  weekly  ra- 
tion of  a  half-pound  at  half  a  dollar  a 
pound  will  be  introduced.  The  govern- 
ment will  assume  the  financial  burden 
of  nearly  fifty  million  crowns  Involved, 
and  will  reserve  enough  butter  from 
export  to  provide  this  ration.  Millc  and 
cream    cards   ara  also    proposed. 

The  food  council's  report  embodying 
these  provisions  will  be  presented  to  the 
Rlgsdag  for  action.

"I  am  of  the  opinion  also,"  Mr, 
Smith  stated  to  the  Canadian  Press, 
"that  sons  born  before  their  parents 
came  to  Canada  and  who  were  not  of 
age  when  their  father  or  mother,  as 
the  case  may  be,  was  naturalised,  are 
entitled  to  vote  even  though  the  parent 
is  disqualliled.  The  law  distinctly  suy.s 
that  such  children  are  deemed  to  he 
naturalized.  They  take  no  steps  what- 
soever to  be  naturalised.  The  law  Just 
puts  the  right  on  them,  so  to  speak, 
as  If  they  were  natural-born  British 
subjects."

"Canada  la  a  name  that  hae  flamed 
Into  vivid  reality  amona  the  nations  at 
war.  Nothing  ao  aroueed  our  enemy  ae 
when  Canada  at  the  outaet  of  hoatlUtlee 
aprans  to  the  aid  o(  the  Motherland. 
And  now  there  cornea  to  Canada  a  pro- 
portional reaponalbllity  to  continue  the 
war  on  the  earn*  hl<h  level  aa  when 
the  war  besao.  If  we  ahould  ahow  any 
tendency  to  weaken,  or  talk  of  letting 
our  line  In  France  grow  thin  for  want 
of  reinforcements,  you  cannot  think  of 
anything  else  that  would  atrlke  auch  a 
chill  In  the  heart  of  BrlUln  and  our 
Allies.  Today  Germany  la  celebrating 
a  great  victory  on  the  Italian  front. 
Uermany  Is  rocking  with  the  thought  of 
ultimate  triumph,  will  she  get  ItT  80 
much  depends  on  what  we  do.  Nothing 
would  add  more  to  the  jubilation  of 
Germany  than  the  news  that  Canada, 
that  atrange,  unknown,  but  fleree-flght- 
Ing  young  nation,  was  quitting  the 
flaht" 

Aadleaoe  of  S«0 

These  words  came  from  the  lips  of 
Major  Charles  W.  Gordon,  better  known 
as  "Ralph  Connor,"  during  his  addresg 
before  the  Canadian  Club  luncheon  yes- 
terday at  the  Empress  Hotel.  Major 
Gordon's  language  was  unrestrained 
when  he 'told  hlji  860  hearers  that  the 
■Ituation  before  the  Empire  was  grave 
and  that  disaster,  even  to  the  great 
British  Ehmpire,  should  not  be  banished 
from  the  minds  of  Canadians  as 
an  impossibility.  He  did  not  seek 
to  add  lustre  to  Canada's  achieve- 
ments in  the  war.  He  did  not 
praise  the  Bhnplre  for  what  she  had 
done,  and  though  Major  Gordon  comes 
almost  direct  from  the  trenches  in 
France,  he  only  briefly  referred  to  the 
part  being  played  by  the  Canadian 
Tommy.  He  chose  to  apeak  on  the  war 
from  a  new  angle,  and  he  did  not  hesi- 
tate to  declare  that  the  weight  of  the 
war  was  gradually  settling  down  more 
and  more  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Bm- 
pire. 

Nearly  one-half  of  the  audience  was 
composed  of  members  of  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club  and  of  returned  soldiers. 
In  Itself  that  was  a  atrlklng  tribute  to 
Major  Gordon.  Capt.  and  Rev.  John 
Campbell  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks, 
which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Flum- 
erfelt.  and  in  formally  expressing  this. 
President  John  Cochrane  characterised 
Major  Gordon's  address  as  one  of  the 
Qnest  patriotic  utterances  the  club  had 
ever  heard.  Among  ^hose  at  the  guest 
tUblf  fft,i^:

Major  Gordon  wore  the  khaki  tunic 
and  tartan  breeches  of  the  43  rd  Cana- 
dian Highlanders  of  Winnipeg. 

■ovport  VatOB  OoTemawBt 
He  made  a  stirring  plea  for  nation- 
wide support  of  Union  Government.  "I 
was  told  not  to  talk  politics,"  he  said. 
"What  do  I  care  of  politiosT  I'm  a  Can- 
adian." he  added,  amid  cheers.  "If 
there's  a  man  here  who  is  more  a  Lib- 
eral or  more  a  Conservative  than  a  Can- 
adian, I  don't  want  to  see  him.  Aren't 
we  all  at  war  The  man  vho  says  he 
is  not  at  war,  but  is  at  business  alone 
has  not  a  right  to  enjoy  our  Canadian 
liberties. 

•  "First,  let  us  get  together,"  urged 
Major  Gordon.  "The  man  who  tries  to 
keep  us  apart  let  us  push  out  of  the 
way.  In  France  it  would  be  the  wall 
and  a  flring  squad  for  him.  We  now 
have  a  government  that  has  got  to- 
gether, and  we  ahould  support  it.  I 
could  tell  you  lots  of  things  about  the 
government  that  are  damnable^  bat 
tbat'a  yesterday.  The  war  la  on  now. 
Every  power  In  Europe  has  behind  It  a 
trail  or  faUures  and  mistakes.  The 
wonderful  British  anny  of  today  is 
built  oa  the  ruins  of  plans  that  were 
thought  at  the  time  of  their  conception 
to  be  the  best  possible  product  of- 
human  brains.  The  war  has  been  a  his- 
tory of  mistakes,  but,  thank  God.  it  has. 
not  been  a  history  of  mistakes  that  pre- 
vented  us  from  moving  on  to  better 
things.

"If  we  got  a  government  of  Liberals 
or  of  Conservatives  clean  out  from 
heaven,"  continued  the  major,  "and  I 
don't  know  If  you  could  get  auoh  a 
thing — you  couldn't  get  it  to  handle 
Canada's  affairs  to  the  best  advantage. 
It  is  the  duty  of  everyone  to  smooth  the 
way  for  wnlon."  t 

Speaking  of  the  imperativeness  Tor 
Canada  to  put  ferth  her  maximum  mili- 
tary effort.  Major  Gordon  said: 

"Why  should  we  call  for  only  100,00« 
more  men?  Why  should  any  limit  be 
eet  when  we  know  not  how  long  the 
war  may  laat  or  hew  great  may  be  the 
demand  upon  our  human  resources? 
What  we  should  do  today  la  begin  a 
new  war.  We  should  begin  today  to 
mobUtae  another  army  of  lOO.OM  men. 
to  be  drawn  upon  as  the  necessity  of 
the  hour  demands." 

Referring  to  the  need  of  making  th« 
fullest  nse  of  the  ooontry's  oaaterlal  r«- 
soorces.  bs  said  he  had  sees  •ores  of 
the  flnest  machinery  adapted  to  the 
manufacture  of  munitions  that  was 
standlBg  Idle  In  Canada.  "The  Oovenv. 
meat."  he  declared,  "should  recognise 
the  necessity  of  organUlng  the  nation's 
resources,  both  puhnc  and  private,  for 
Caasds's  war  and  Canada's  gtory."

"Ths  weight  of  ths  war  must  come 
baek  on  our  Empire."  ths  speaker  con- 
tlnued.  "We  might  as  weU  rule  out 
Russia  as  an  aggrekeor  for  the  next 
nine  months,  and  let  us  pray  God  that 
ahe  win  at  least  be  able  to  hold  the 
line.  We  might  as  well  count  Italy  out 
for  a  few  months.  The  situation  In 
Roumaaia  is  full  of  perU.  The  possl- 
Wllty  of  vfcjlory  Is  left  to  the  narrow 
front  in  France.  The  British  Empire 
has  five  points  to  maintain.  If  there 
were  only  tureot  we  could  push  through 
in  the  West. 

Msaaes  of  Attxitlea 
"We  may  have  dlfferencea  of  opinion, 
but  opinion*  do  not  vary  about  the 
French  army.  Our  only  difficulty  Is  to 
discover  words  in  our  Unguage  to  eet 
forth  the  glory  and  ohlw^ry  and  endur- 
ance of  France — lU  army  and  Its  people. 
But  the  lin^  Is  growing  thin.  The  pos- 
sibility of  rapid  attriUon  Is  very  real. 
When  Vlvlanl  and  Joffre  vielted  this 
country  they  aald  the  need  was  for  men. 
Ships,  money  and  resources  didn't 
count  so  much,  they  said.  We  thought  It 
was  a  wise  thing  that  they  should  say 
tut,  Irot^  gome  of  us  tool*  4t  as  a  pose. 
Now  we  know  they  spoke  only  the 
simple  truth.  France  needs  men  and 
needs  them  badly'.' 

After  describing  briefly  how  BriUin 
had  built  up  Its  war  machine.  Major 
Gordon  said: 

"When  we  come  to  Canada— you'll 
pardon  me  for  this— I  failed  to  get  the 
Idea  that  we  were  really  in  the  war. 
Life  is  flowing  along  on  normal  lines. 
The  railways,  the  farms,  and  stores  are 
doing  businese  aa  usual.  Only  is  there 
a  difference  In  the  social  life,  and  for 
that  I  salute  the  women.  Like  their 
Brltiah  sisters,  the  women  of  Canada 
know  thia  Is  no  time  for  fun.  They  re- 
fuse to  accept  conditions  of  today  as 
uormaL 

"Most  of  our  Canadian  business  ought 
to  go  on."  he  continued;  "but  some  of 
It  ought  to  go  out.  In  Canada  every 
ll^eineas  that  doesn't  help  win  the  war 
should  be  put  aside. 

"I  don't  believe  that  Canada  will  fail 
In  Us  duty.  I  don't  think  we  will  allow 
the  lln«  in  Wance  to  remain  thin.  The 
eourage  that  put  us  in  that  line  will 
hold  us  there  till  the  last.  We  can't 
fight  battles  with  other  men's  sons  or 
at  long  range.  We  must  get  to  the  epot 
where  blood  wlU  flow.  I  believe  we've 
got  to  the  point  In  Canada  where  we 
must  look  at  this  thing  in  a  new  light 
We  have  done  so  much  we  can't  refuse 
to  do  jnorsb  We  have  given  too  much 
not  to  glvo  all.  That's  the  spirit  that 
oarrled  Hhigland  through.  Bcdtland 
through,  and  the  best  of  Ireland 
through"

Alderman  Peden's  new  twenty-four 
page  milk  regulation  by-Uw,  after  be- 
ing consistently  sidetracked  for  the 
last  two  Btonths,  came  to  the  n-ont  at 
last  night's  meeting  of  ths  city  council 
and  la  two  hours  and  twenty  minutes 
sraa  given  its  first  reading.  At  11 
o'clock  the  hy-law,  lacerated  la  nearly 
every  line  and  with  lU  repuUtloa  for 
a  good  intention  almost  destroyed,  was 
turned  over  to  the  city  solicitor  for 
hospital   treatment   and  rehablllment. 

Aldermen  Androe  and  Sargent,  as- 
sisted by  Alderman  Olnsdale.  volplaned 
down  on  the  intruder,  bombed  it  from 
every  angle  and  then  tried  to  put  dyna- 
mite under  it.  Aldernuui  Johns  as- 
sailed It  for  being  too  corpulent  for 
active  service.  He  and  others  de- 
manded that  It  be  boiled  down. 

City  Solicitor  Hannlng^^wbo  was 
btarshalled  to  the-«sfaiiri^H||^^ermaB 
Peden,  said  the  new  by-law  was  only 
a  compilation  of  the  present  milk  regu- 
lations, along  with  these  provisions: 
1.  Requiring  the  advertieing  of  Uoeaees 
issued:  S.  Prohibiting  dairies  in  cellars; 
3,  Prohibiting  smoking,  tobacco  chewing 
and  spitting  In  dairies;  4,  Prohibiting 
persons  with  infectious  diseases  from 
handling  milk;  fi.  Requiring  sUbies  to 
be  kept  clean,  and  the  hands  of  milkers 
and  the  udders  of  oows  to  be  well 
washed  with*  soap  and  water  before 
action;  0,  Requiring  scrupulous  clean- 
liness of  milking  machinery:  7,  Author- 
izing regular  publication  of  the  monthly 
milk  test  results. 

Vro4taioor  Is  Orsilooked 
"As  a  milk  producer  I  think  I  ex- 
press the  sentiments  of  the  1>ulk  of 
men  In  the  <same  ocoupatlon  when  I 
state  that  we  are  almost  entirely  in 
Ignorance  of  the  provisions  of  this  pro- 
posed by-law,  not  having  been  consulted 
in  any  way,"  complained  Mr.  John  V. 
Stobart.  manager  of  the  Sunbeam  Dairy 
Co.,  Oak  Bay.  "With  a  little  Uct  and 
good  judgment  I  believe  it  is  possible 
to  create  a  good  spirit  between  the 
civic  authorities  and  the  milk  producers 
wliere  all  could  work  harmoniously  to- 
gether for  the  common  good,  while 
pn  the  other  hand  to  create  two  hostile 
parties  by  a  drastic  and  unworkable  by- 
law can  only  end  In  disaster  and  the 
possible  dispersal  of  ipany  more  dairy 
herds." 

Mr.  Stobart  asked  that  the  dairymen 
be  called  In  for  consultation  on  the  by- 
law. 

"There  has  never  been  any  objection 
on  our  part  to  meeting  the  dairymen." 
said  Alderman  Peden.  He  explained 
that  the  rules  of  grades  were  laid  down 
by  the  Provincial  Government.  He  de- 
clared that  the  new  by-law  eased  up  on 
some  of  the  requirements  set  by  the 
Government  as  regards  classes.  The 
present  city  regulations  now  really  re- 
quire that  class  A  be  demanded,  but  the 
new  by-law,  through  the  leniency  advo- 
cated by  Baanlch,  would  permit  class  C 
milk  In  the  city.  To  get  class  C  cer- 
tificate the  producer  only  has  to  have 
his  herd  tested  for  tuberculosis  once  a 
year  and  that  the  stables  lie  kept  clean. 
"As  far  as  that  gov*/'  continued 
Alderman  Peden.  "for  the  protection  of 
the  health  of  thp  public  a  man  should 
not  be  permitted  to  sell  milk  that  does 
not  come  from  a  clean  stable." 

Too  Voeli   "Xoakoy-Baslaess'' 
Alderman   Cameron   protested   against 
further   delay     in   putting   the     by-law 
through,     s'    It   "contains     nothing     to 
which  any  milkman  could  objset." 

"There  wlU  be  a  big  howl  If  this  by- 
law goes  through  In  ths  shape  in  which 
It  now  Is,"  aald  Alderman  Johns.  He 
took  particular  objaotloa  to  the  elauss 
prohibiting  a  small  grocery  stora  from 
sailing  a  few  bottles  of  nllk  a  day 
without  getting  a  8i>soial  llcenea  from 
the  City  Hall. 

"The  old  by-law  was  good  enough," 
said  Alderman  Andros.  "Why  raise  all 
this  troyble?  We  are  going  to  work  the 
business  of  the  small  man  into  ths 
hands  of  the  larger  producer.  The  by- 
law Is  going  to  Croats  a  monopoly.  Wa 
are  now  legislating  people  out  of  Vie-' 
torla  every  day.  We  are  doing  It  with 
our  building  by-laws  and  now  wo  ara 
doing  it  with  our  dairy  by-law.  Tba 
by-law  looks  pretty  on  paper  and  it 
looks  elegant.  It  Is  all  right  on  paper, 
but  it  is  not  workable." 

Alderman  Andros  went  on  to  assert 
that  during  the  laat  few  weeks  he  had 
attended  half  a  doaen  sales  of  dairy 
herds^  whose  owners  had  been  forced 
out  of  business  because  of  small  profits 
at  this  time  and  the  fear  of  drastic 
regulations.  He  explained  that  ho  had 
once  been  In  the  farming  business  and 
knew  that  many  provisions  of  the  by- 
law were  wholly  unworkable.  He  de- 
precated a  lot  of  "year  health  depart- 
ment monkey  business." 

"If  this  by-law  goes  through  It  will 
bring  a  dacrease  In  the  production  of 
milk  and  that  will  be  contrary  to  alt 
the  Mayor's  schemes  for  promoting  in- 
creased production."  said  Alderman 
Pinsdale.  "Let  the  milkmen  be  heard 
In  the  matter  before  the  by-law  Is 
taken  op." 

Alderman  Cameron  said  that  a  long 
step  towards  the  achievement  of  the 
end  of  the  aldermen  wanld  be  mads  by 
the  proper  regulation  of  conditions  SUr- 
rounding  the  prodaetloa  and  dsllvery 
of   milk   to  the   retailer.

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a  sanitary  manner  In  cans.  The  whole 
thing,  he  said,  depended  on  the  char- 
acter and  habits  of  the  milkman. 

The  clause  requiring  advertising  In 
the  newspapers  of  the  results  of  the 
monthly  Inspection  of  dairies  and  their 
product,  and  their  classincation  was 
attacked  by  Alderman  Sargent.  He 
said  It  would  only  create  suspicion  In 
ths  minds  of  tha  consumers.  He  said 
all  that  was  naoessary  was  to  refuse  a 
licence  to  tho  man  who  did  not  produce 
milk  that  was  fit. 

That  the  people  had  a  perfect  right 
to  know  Just  how  their  mllkn^n  graded 
was  tho  defence  of  Alderman  Peden.

A  scholar  and 
student,  this  writer  has  proved  that 
she  can  gather  news  and  present  It  in 
a  very  attractive  faahlon.  Her  keen 
sense  of  tiumor,  her  clear,  bright  style, 
and  her  wide  and  accurate  knowledge 
have  combined  to  win  for  Mlaa  Ken- 
nedy an   aasured   position.

A  few  days  ago  the  Red  Cross  nurses 
of  the  United  States  were  acclaimed  in 
the  city  of  New  Tork  aa  they  passed 
through  on  t^eir  way  to  the  f)ront  or 
to  the  army  hospitals  at  home. 

Canada's  army  nursea  have  now  been 
on  duty  for  years.  From  time  to  time 
we  read  that  one  or  another  has  re- 
turned or  that  othera  have  fallen  ill. 
What  will  Canada  do  for  theae  woman, 
the  "aoldlers  of  mercy,'  as  one  has  well 
called  them,  who  have  apent  theae  yeara 
In  the  aervice  of  the  men  at  the  front? 

It  is  utterly  impossible  for  those  of 
us  who  have  spent  the  years  of  tha 
war  at  home  to  realize  what  the  nurses 
have  been  through.  Only  the  aoldlers 
themselves,  who  have  been  their  pa- 
tlenta,  can  appreciate  their  labor  and 
their  devotion.  It  la  true,  the  nursea 
were  eager  to  go  and  those  who  return 
with  health  artd  aplrlta  unimpaired  will 
have  gained  Invaluable  experience.  It 
la  to  be  feared  that  others  will  have 
Injured  their  health  by  their  exdrtlons. 

These  women  have  taken  our  places 
by  the  bedsides  of  those  we  lova  Wo 
have  been  free  to  -go  about  oar  work 
or  our  Inislness.  Should  not.  thdn,  the 
womsn  of  Canada  see  to  It  that  the 
futurs  of  these  nurses  is  provided  for? 
The  State  is  pensioning  the  disabled 
men  and  the  dependenta  of  those  who 
have  fallen.  Should  not  as  much,  at 
least,  be  done  for  the  nurses?  There 
are  convalescent  hospitals  all  over  Can- 
ada for  the  returned  men.  la  it  not 
time  provlaion  waa  being  made  for  those 
nurses  who  need  treatment  or  care? 
When  peace  returns  there  will  be  many 
problema  to  solve  and  the  future  of 
the  nurses  may  be  overlooked.  They 
have  made  no  complaint  or  put  forward 
no  claim.  This  Is  the  more  reason  wtty 
the  people  of  Canada  should  remember 
the  needs  they  are  far  too  busy  near 
to  think  of.  Tho  time  to  do  this  Is  In 
the  coming  Winter.  It  will  take  a 
comparatively  amall  sum  to  prevent 
any  danger  of  want  or  diatresa  to  any 
nurse  who  has  been  on  active  service.

A  quart  of  milk  at  fourteen  centa  will 
not  go  far  among  a  family  of  three  or 
four  little  ohildren,  but  evdn  at  that 
prica  it  la  better  and  cheaper  than  any 
pther  food  that  can  be  procured  for 
them  in'  these  days.  How  much  of  the 
money  the  consumer  paya  for  milk 
does  the  producer  get  and  how  much 
goes  to  pay  for  expensive  <hethods  of 
distribution?  This  is  a  question  that 
oonaumers,  producers  and  dlatrlbutora 
should  get  together  and  try  to  answer. 
Somewhere  between  two  and  three 
o'clock  in  the  morninir  a  mUkman  de- ' 
livers  milk  acroas  the  street  to  a  neigh- 
bor. At  eight  another  stops  on  tha 
other  side  of  the  house.  At  nine  the 
milk  Is  brought  to  our  door  by  our  own 
milkman.  In  each  of  theae  carta  there' 
la  enough  milk,  perhapa,  for  twenty 
houaea  in  various  parte  of  the  town. 
Isn't  there  waste  of  time  and  labor 
here.? 

I£  It  Is  any  comfort,  the  problem  of 
dear  milk'  faces  the  whole  continent, 
and  yet  the  aun  shone,  the  ralna  fell 
and  the  grass  grew  here  and  etaewbere. 


Few  thinga  would  rauee  more  die-, 
trees  than  a  aoarcity  of  milk.  That 
there  will  be  such  a  scarcity  may  well 
ba  feared  if  prices  continue  to  risa  Milk 
Is  essential  to  the  sustenance  of  little 
rhildren  and  of  sick  people,  especially 
those  with  a  tendency  to  tubereulosia. 
So  far  as  ia  known,  thera  Is  no  sub- 
stitute for  milk.  Kvea  In  tha  Aretle 
regions  the  reindeer  supplies  milk  to 
the  children.  High  up  on  the  moun- 
taias  the  goata  feed  which  furnish  food 
for  the  childrea  ef  tha-moontalneers. 
Wherever  civilised  n»aa  has  gene  milk 
has  formed  a  largo  part  of  hla  food. 
Moat  the  childrea  of  oiir  Provlnee  be 
deprived  of  what  Is  needful  for  their 
healthy  grawth?

While  editora  all  over  Canada  have 
been  writing  about  the  Quebec  bridge 
another  dlfAcult  engineering  problem  la 
In  the  way  of  being  aolved.  Ever  since 
Prince  Edward  laland  was  ssttled  com- 
munication with  the  mainland  in  the 
depth  of  Winter  was  secured  by  cross- 
ing the  narrow  channel  between  Cape 
Traverse  and  Cape  Tormenttne  in  the 
iceboats.  Sometimes  the  Ice  was  solid, ' 
oftener  It  waa  a  mass  of  floating  ice 
and  lolly  or  half-frozen  water.  The 
passage  waa  alwaya  attended  with  hard- 
ahlp  and  not  aeldom  with  danger.  Malta 
aad  pasaengers  and  amall  parcela  could 
bo  taken  acroaa,  but  for  the  time  being 
commerce  waa  almost   suspended. 

One  of  the  terms  of  Confederation 
waa  that  there  should  be  "contlnuoua 
communication'  with  the  mainland.  To 
fulfil  the  promise  splendid  steamera 
were  built  and  we  have  aeon  that  oae 
of  theae,  the  Karl  Grey,  forced  Its  way 
into  Archangel,  bringing  relief  to  Rua- 
sla  at  a  time  when  it  was  greatly  need- 
ed. The  services  of  her  commander, 
Capt.  Raid,  wore  rewarded  by  the  Csar's 
Government  with  the  rank  of  admiral. 
and  decorations. 

But  King  Winter  was  not  to  be  so  de- 
posed in  the  Straits  of  Northumber- 
land. Xo  sblp  haa  yet  been  built  that 
can  cross  the  wider  channela  and  break 
through  the  Ice  In  the  big  bays  In  the 
time  of  severest  frost.  The  islanders 
demanded  a  tunnel,  but  this  was  a  y^rr 
expensive  project.  A  compromise  in  the 
shape  of  a  car  ferry  was  readied.  Plera 
and  a  breakwater  have  been  made  and 
a  ferry  steamer  built.  The  service  be- 
tween Cape  Borden.  In  Prince*  Edward 
laland.  and  Capo  Tormentlne,  In  New 
Brunswick.  Itas  been  begun.  It  Is  not 
thought,  however,  that  the  work,  aa  new 
rempleted.  will  stand  the  test  of  Win- 
ter. It  may  take  another  year  to  deep- 
en the  channel  aufflriently.  However, 
the  plan  U  right  and  it  is  hoped  that

Battle  Thf^ir  Way 
Over  Morasses  and 
Through  Floods 


BRITISH  FRONT  I.V  FRANCK  AND 
BELGIUM.  Oct.  28. — (By  the  Associated 
Press.)— The  story  of  the  highly  Im- 
portant victory  won  by  the  French  and 
Belgian  armies  over  the  marsh  lands 
of  Flanders  yesterday  is  the  record  of 
a  siwctacular  military  operation  which, 
before  its  completion,  would  have  seem- 
ed Impossible  to  the  average  expert. 
It  is  a  story  of  men  who  battled  their 
way  forward  over  morasses  and  through 
water  into  which  they  sank  literally 
to  the  neck  at  times  and  with  rifle 
and  cold  steel  conquered  the  enemy  in 
a  large  and  vttal  strip  of  territory, 
which  Includes  within  Its  borders  such 
places  as  Kippe.  Mercken,  Aschoope,  and 
Kostermolen. 

The  striking  feature  of  the  perform- 
ance lies  In  the  part  played  by  the 
Belgians  In  yesterday's  drive.  When 
the  Pollus  reached  tha  neighborhood  of 
Luy^em  In  the  afternoon  an^  began 
their  assault  on  the  place,  the  Belgians, 
who  were  watching  from  their  lines 
across  the  floods.  Joined  In  thalr  num- 
bers, piling  Into  ferries,  poled  their  way 
to  the  eastern  shore  and  hurled  them- 
selves on  th«..Germans  concealed  In  the 
region  of  Luyghem  with  such  good 
effect  that  they  quickly  mopped  up  this 
entire  northern  tip  of  the  ao-callad 
Luygham   peninsula. 

The  territory  eonqnarad  yesterday  Is 
a  strip  of  land  about  7,M«  yards  long 
and  varying  In  width  from  1.690  yards 
St  tha  narrowest  place  to  3,0410  at  the 
widest.  If  a  line  be  drawn  from  a 
point  Just  north  of  tsmgewaed  west- 
wsrd  almost  to  Sevekoten.  this  would 
constitute  the  base  of  this  strip.  From 
this  basa  It  extends  In  a  northwesterly 
direction,  running  to  Its  tip;  that  la 
Layghcm  peninsula,  op  Into  an  inun- 
dated area  formed  on  tba  west  by  tba 
Tser  waterways  and  on  tha  east  by  the 
Bteeniulsvaart  River,  a  large  lake 
known  as  I^e  Blankaert.  and  streams 
flowing  southward  from  this  body  of 
water.  Tha  French  began  their  attack 
at  dawn  after  heavy  artillery  prcpara> 
tlon  which  bad  reduced  many  concrata 
aefanoas. 

In  thalr  push  on  Friday  thay  taa« 
novad  forward  over  a  thousaod  yards' 
front  to  the  lines  which  ran  east  from 
Langewaed.  When  they  passed  It  was 
St  'the  edge  of  a  marsh  which  waa  Im- 
passable for  large  bodies  of  Infaatry. 
Howaver  small  bodle*  of  Polljis  mmA*A 
through  tba  water  and  captured  two 
farms,  ons  en  aitbar  and  of  tba  liaa  of 
advaaca  Tbaaa  farms  provided  a 
brldgabaad.  aad  by  a  woadarfnl  feat  of 
tha  Englaaars  Unas  of  poatoens  ware 
slnng  aerosa  tba  marsh  o«  Friday  alght.

The  French  were  faced  with  fresh 
troops,  but  they  hurled  themselves  on 
the  enemy  with  bayonets,  and  won  their 
way  to  the  Una  which  included  both 
these  villages. 

The  advance  northward  was  a  heart* 
breaking  task.  Tha  ground  was  vUa 
and  the  whole  region  was  pitted  with 
machine  gun  nests,  from  which  the  Oer- 
mans  poured  a  vicious  flra.  The  attack 
on  Merckem  was  made  under  a  terriflc 
Are  from  the  German  artillery. 

This  place  Ilea  clos«  to  the  IV>o4ed 
Martjevart  and  ths  mud  lay  deep  all 
about  it.  Merckem  was  not  strongly 
defended  by  the  enemy,  but  even  before 
the  French  reached  it,  the  Ckrman  guns 
had  begun  to  shell  ll  heavily.  Through 
this  barrage  of  high  explosives  tha 
French  floundered  forward  to  tha  dry 
ground  In  the  ouUklrts  of  the  village 
and  then  flung  themselves  on  tha  de- 
fendera  with  rifle  and  bayonet.  It  was 
a  comparatively  short  but  Intense 
struggle,  which  followed  In  Merckem 
and  the  French  won  their  way  through, 
leaving  many  German  dead  behind. 

Similar  flghtlng  occurred  at  KIppe, 
where  the  assaulting  troops  again  came 
under  a  heavy  German  artillery  flra. 
Bven  there  the  French  kept  on.  Luy- 
ghem was  the  next  place  of  Import- 
ance, and  here  a  bitter  struggle  was 
staged.  Luygham  Is  on  the  road  which 
leads  across  the  otherwise  Impassable 
marshes  to  Dreigracbten.  This  rosd 
would  have  furnished  communication  by 
which  the  French  could  have  brought 
up  troops,  bat  It  was  heavily  defended 
and  barricaded  with  wire  and  other  ob- 
stacle. The  French  worked  thalr  way 
about  Luyghem  and  gained  possession 
of   tbis   road,  after   hard   flighting. 


Consolidation  of  newly-won  positions 
continued  on  the  British  front  toda.v. 
There  was  intense  artillery  activity  last 
night  all  along  the  lina.  burlniv  the 
night  the  Canadians  west  of  Passohen- 
daela  improved  their  positions  by  tak- 
ing another  oopae  which  had  been  glv» 
Ing  them  trouble. 

The  sun  was  bright  today  hut  the  air 
was  vary  cold  and  the  ground  was  not 
drying  as  rapidly  as  It  would  unSar  a 
warm  braesa.

ENEMY  DESTROYER 

IS  HIT  BY  SHELLS 

LONDON,  Oct.  2i.— A  German  torpedo 
boat  destroyer  was  hit  twioa  by  shells 
from  British  and  French  destroysrs 
during  a  flght  on  Saturday  afternoon 
between  six  allied  snd  three  German 
vessels  off  the  Belgian  coast,  according; 
to  an  Admiralty  statement  issued  to- 
day. The  three  Germans  were  forced 
to  seek  safety  under  the  land  batter- 
ies. 

Tha  atatemant   follows: 

"Six  British  and  French  torpedo  boat 
dsstroyers  patrolling  off  the  coast  of 
Belgium  on  Saturday  afternoon  sighted 
and  attacked  three  German  torpedo 
boat  destroyers  and  seventeen  air- 
planes. Two  d^ect  hits  #era  obtained 
on  one  of  tha  enemy  destroyers,  which 
immediately  retired  under  the  protec- 
tion of  their  land  batteriea. 

"Tha  airplane  formation  was  not 
broken  by  the  Are  of  tha  anti-aircraft 
guns  on  our  destroyers.  Kach  of  the 
sirplanes  dropped  three  bombs  In  the 
vicinity  of  our  vessels,  which  suffsred 
no  damage  aside  from  two  men  keing 
slightly  wounded."

njo  was  now  thought  to  bo  quenched, 
samples  of  the  gas  have  been  sent  to 
tha  Oovanunent  laboratortae  nt  OtUwa 
MMt  It  la  expected  that  teats  will  show 
tbat  danger  from  flrW  is  now  past.  If 
thlp  proves  to  be  the  case,  operations 
will  probably  be  reatlMied  at  the  mine 
in  a  week  or  twoi  Mr.  Maynard  stated 
that  there  would  be  no  loss  of  coal  to 
tha  British  Columbia  Coal  Mining 
company,  which  has  the  property  un- 
dar  laaae.  as  the  trouble  was  discovered 
before  tbe  actual  combustion  atagawaa 
reached.  A  poaslble  exploglon  and  lira 
were  prevented  by  the  quick  walling  up 
of  the  affected  area.  Tbe  coal  had 
only  become  heated  under  presHure  of 
some  enormoiu  bouldera.  In  such  Glr> 
cumstances  gas  begins  to  form  at  onca 
and  unless  detecUd  might  result  irt 
disaster.  After-damp  absorbs  the  oxy- 
gen In  tha  miaa  and  prevents  actual 
combustion  of  the  coal.  Before  the 
mine  can  be  re-entered  the  after-damp 
will  have  to  .be .pumped  out  with  air 
pumps.  Inspectors  aqnioped  with 
Oraeger  helmets  intend  to  make  a  trip 
into  tha  mine  In  a  faw  daya.

If  the  racommehdatlona  of  the  Joint 
committee  of  fhe  Great  War  Veterana' 
Association  and  Its  two  subsidiary 
orgifnisations  Is  adopted,  there  will  be 
no  "aasociate"  members  In  either  of 
the  auxiliaries.

Reichstag,  on  Auguat  4,  1»14,  to  which 
be  gave  the  than  oAetal  account  of  the 
entrance  into  the  war  of  the  Central 
Emplros.  Becauae  the  text  of  Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg's  speech  and  the  im- 
perial letter  will  be  studied  and  com- 
pared by  all  future  historians  of  the 
war,  I  give  below  the  chief  part  of  the 
Chanoellor'a  veralon  of  the  facts  that 
acoompanlod  the  German  declaration  ot 
war.  It  win  be  noted  that  Von  Beth- 
raaan-Hollweg  taslsted  that  France  tio- 
gan  the  war  in  the  aentence  reading: 
"There  were  bomb-throwtog  flloro,  cav- 
alry patrols.  Invading  companle*  In  the 
Reicltsland  (Alsace-Lorraine).  Thereby 
Franca,  although  the  condition  of  war 
ha4  not  yet  been  declared,  hid  attacked 
our  territory."  But  the  Kmperor  nmkea 
ao  mention  of  thte  fact,  of  aupreme  Im- 
portance, if  true.  In  hla  writing  to  Presi- 
dent WlUon.  ata  days  later.  Voa  Beth- 
mann-Hollweg's account  la  as  f^llawa:

".  .'.Gentlemen,  a  oerlea  of  docu- 
ments, composed  In  tho  rush  of  ovonto. 
Is  in  your  handa.  Allow  me  to  place 
before  you  'the  facta  which  characterixe 
our  attitude. 

"From  the  very  beginning  of  the  Aue- 
trlan  oeaMot  wa  strove  and  werfted  to- 
ward the  end  that  thla  trouble  remain 
confined  to  Auatria- Hungary  and  Serbia.

take  the  aame  stand}  only  Ruaala  do- 
elarea  that  aho  mqat  have  a  word  la 
the  declaton  of  thla  conflict.  Therewith 
the  danger  of  European  entanglement 
artaes.  Aa  soon  aa  the  flrat  avthtnttc 
reporU  ot  the  mllHary  praparatloaa  to 
iRtMsla  reached  us  wa  declared  in  a 
friendly  but  emphatic  manner  In  St. 
Peteraburg  that  wtir  meaaurea  and  mili- 
tary meaaurea  would  foree  us  alao  to 
prepare,  and  that  moblltiatlon  la  closely 
akin  tA  war. 

"Ruaala  assarts  in  wtet  la  an  ap- 
parently frloadly  mann^  that  aha  to  not 
mobllilxag  agalnot  ua.  la  tho  meanttaM 
England  trlea  to  medlato  botwaen  Vl> 
enna  and  St  Petersburg.  In  whUh  tlh» 
la  warmly  aopported  hy  ua.  Cm  Jaly 
St  the  Kalaer  telegraphed  the  Csar. 
aaklag  htm  to  oopatder  that  Auatrto- 
Huagary  haa  the  right  aad  that  It  to 
her  daty  (o  4efOad  heraelf  agalnat  Serb- 
ian tatrlgwoo,  whIoh  thrdatoa  to  under- 
mine her  eslateace.  The  Kalaer  called 
the  atteatloa  ot  the  Ckar  to  their  eom- 
RMn  monarehlal  totoraota.  with  resard 
to  C|ta  SoraJeTO  outrage,  aad  aaked  htaa 
paraeaally  to  aupport  him  In  order  to 
eataHlah  harmony  betweea  Vienna  aad 
St.  Peteraburg.

POINT  OF  VANTAGE

BY  ALLIED  FORCES 

Entire  Merckem  Peninsula,  Near  Dixmude,  Added 
to   Previous   Gains  —  Enemy   Hurled   From 

— yaluable  Entrenchments— More  Pris- 

oners  Are  Captured 


LONDON,  Oct.  28.--^The  entire  Merckem  peninsula  near  DLx- 
mudc  has  been  captured  by  the  Entente  forces,  according  to  the 
British  official  communication  issued  this  evening.     « 

The  communication  adds  that  more  prisoners  also  have  been 

taken.    The  text  reads:  .      t.     *  ,.       ^  t,  i  • 

"During  the  coUrse  of  the  day  operations  by  French  and  Belgian 
forces  north  of  Merckem  were  successfully  carried  out.  The  village 
of  Luyghem  -was  captured  this  morning  by  French  troops  and  the 
whole  Merckmen  peninsula  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Allies.  A 
further  numfcer  of  prisoners  has  been  captured. 

•^n  the  battle  frbnt  the  activity  of  both  artilleries  continues. 
The  hostile  artillery  has  been  more  active  south  of  Lens.- 

BomlMurdiiMiito  From  Air 

"Aviation— -Yesterday  large  numbers  of  our  own  and  the  enemy's 
airplanes  were  up  from  early  morning  till  dark.  .A  great  deal  of 
artillery  work  was  done  b^  our  machines.  Several  thousand  rounds 
were  fired  from  heights  ranging  from  loo  tp  i.ooo  feet  at  hostile 
targets  on  the  ground.  During  the  day  29  heavy  bombs  were 
dropped  on  the  Roulers  sUtion  and  six  on  the  Engle  airdrome,  and 
121  lighter  bombs  on  hostile  billfcts  east  of  Lens,  artd  124  on  other 
targets  opposite  the  battle  front. 

^'Ai  iopn  as  it  became  dark  our  night  flying  squadrons  con- 
tinued ibon^bing  and  dropped  over  four,  tons  of  bombs  on  seven 
enemy  gfirdropics  and  on  three  important  railway  stations.  Several 
hits  wBo.  obi^erved  near  hangars  and  on  ra^^tj^.  tdkrks;  1|hile  one 
bomb  mi  'on  a  train  setting  it  on  fire. 

Biifle  Enemy  Flyers 

•The  enemy's  fighting  machines  were  very  active  and  aggressive, 
making  repeated  attacks  on  our  bombing^  machines  which,  none  the 
less,  never  failed  to  reach  their  objective.  In  air  fighting,  eleven 
nostile  machines  -were  brought  down  and  seven  others  .driven  down 
3Ut  of  conttol.    Nine  of  our  machines  are  missing." 

PARIS,  Oct.  as.— The  Fr«»ch  ««»- 
vanoe  In  Belgium  continues,  the  War 
Office  report*.  Oorman  fortmcatlpns 
were  ttormed  iMt  nl«ht  and  more  prU- 
onere  taken. 

The  announcement  reads  as  (oIIowb: 

"In  Beldam  we  continued  to  make 
progreM  on  our  left  at  the  LaJghem 
peninsula,  and  reduced  a  number  of 
amall  Islands  held  by  the  enemy.  The 
number  of  prisoners  taken  since  yes- 
terday exceeds  200.  • 

"On  the  Alsne  front  there  was  inter- 
mittent artillery  flfhtlng  which  wa« 
very  spirited  In  the  region  of  Hurteblse. 
in  ChampsKne  we  repulsed  an  enemy 
attack  In  the  sector  of  Malssons.  We 
penetrated  a  German  trench  south  of 
Forges  Brook,  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Mease,  and  brouught  back  prisoners. 
Elsewhere  the  night  was  calm. 

PARIS.  Oct.  2«.— The  official  state- 
ment from  the  War  Office  tonight  says: 

"North  of  the  Alsne  there  was  spirit- 
ed  artniery  activity  In  the  region  of 
Plnon-Qhavlgnon  and  Bplne  de  Chev- 
regny.  About  It  o'clock  the  Germans 
delivered  a  strong  attack  against  our 
poflltlona  north  of  the  Priedmdnt  farm. 
Our  Are  drove  back  the  enemy  waves 
>i^l«h  were  broken  up  with  serious 
losses.  About  sixty  prisoners  remained

"In  the  Argonne.  an  enemy  surprise 
attack  was  without  result.  The  artil- 
lery action  was  quite  spirited  In  the 
Champagne.  In  the  region  of  the  Monta 
Tbe  day  was  calm  elsewhere."

IX>NDON,  Oct.  i%. — 'British  aerial  at- 
tacks ^  Oerman  military  eatabllnh- 
ments  In  Belgium  were  continued  ac- 
tively on  Friday  night  and  Saturday, 
and  an  official  report  Insued  today  Indi- 
cates that  ooneiderable  damage  was 
caused.  The  announcement  reads  as 
follows: 

"Bombs  were  dropped  on  ^riday  night 
by  the  Naval  Air  Bervloe  on  the  I>loh- 
tervelde  railway  Junction,  direct  hits 
causing  a  heavy  explosion,  followed  by 
numerous  smaller  ones.  The  Thourout 
railway  Junction  also  was  attacked, 
bombs  following  close  to  a  moving  train, 
which  stopped  Immediately,  a  large  ex- 
plosion being  observed. 

"On  Saturday  afternoon  bombing 
raids  were  carried  ^ut  on  the  Sarappel- 
hoe  airdrome,  the  Kngel  airdrome  and 
the  Ostend-Thourout  railway  line  south 
of  E^ngel.  \  great  number  of  patrols 
were  carried  out.

BERLIN,  via  L.oBdont  Oct.  M. — Only 
the  determination  of  France  t^  recover 
Alsace-Lorraine  stands  la  the  way  of 
an  immediate  termination  of  the  war 
Is  the  opinion  of  Vorwaerts. 

"The  latest  proceedings  in  the  French 
Chamber  of  Deputies,"-  the  Socialist  or- 
gan declares,  "confirm  Foreign  Minister 
von  Kuehlmann's  interpretation  that 
ftiere  Is  no  issue  prevailing  outside  that 
of  Alsace-Lorraine  regarding  which  a 
complete  understanding  is  Impossible. 
Oermany,  under  present  circumstances, 
cannot  surrender  Alsace-Lorraine.  No 
one  In  Oermany  Is  even  thinking  of 
making  France  a  present  of  the  two 
provinces,  and  it  would  seem  the  French 
do  not  want  them  In  the  form  of  a 
gift.  They  are  demanding  Alsace-Lor- 
raine as  a  symbol  of  their  victory  over 
the  Germans ;  not  a  victory  of  success- 
ful defence  and  complete  self-preserva- 
tion, which  they  might  have  today,  but 
a  victory  of  conquest,  a  victory  so  com- 
plete that  the  defeated  party  would  be 
forced  to  accept  terms  equivalent  to 
abject   humiliation. 

"To  achieve  this  victory  the  French 
want  to  continue  the  war.  France  wints 
to  permit  more  Frenchmen  to  die  In 
order  that  Oermans  may  become 
French  citisens.  Not  only  does  it  want 
to  sacrlflce  Frenchmen,  but  also  Rus- 
sians, Kngllshmen,  Italians.  Belgians, 
Serbians,  Roumanians  and  Portuguese. 
All  mankind  is  to  be  hurled  into  the 
Jaws  of  hell  because  of  this  issue  of 
Alsace-Lorraine.  The  French  Oovem- 
meat  so  wills  it,  and  we  are  sorry  to 
say  we  cannot  prevent  her."

Elected  as  a  member  of  the  Conraoas 
for  South  Essex  In  ll*«.  ba  was  chair- 
man of  the  Private  Bills  Committee 
and  passed  the  Alien  T.Abor  Law  and 
the  clauses  of  the  Rallwsy  Act  respect- 
ing dralaags  of  farm  laads  under  aad 
scroes  rallwaya.  He  waa  14  ysars  of 
age.

BY  THE  CANAPIAN  OVERSEAS  CORRESPON-

Oct.  27,  via  London. — For  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
persistent  fighting  has  been  going  on  on  the  Canadian 
front.  To  the  left  of  the  advance  the  splendid  success 
gained  yesteF4ay  in  the  capture  of  Bellevue  Spur  has  been 
followed  by  the  final  defeat  of  enemy  forces  at  Laamkeck. 
Very  heavy  resistance  was  encountered  at  botji  of  these 
points,  the  enemy  machine  guns  and  artillery  fire  being 
severe,  but  the  Germans  were  finally  driven  out,  after  hard 
hand-to-hand  fighting  in  which  our  infantry  stormed  their 
positions  and  capturea  their  formidable  pill-box  strong- 
holds. 

Overlooking  Passchendaele 

To  the  right  our  infantry  scored  a  signal  success  in 
advancing  beyond  their  .objectives  to  the  dominating  spur 
on  the  Passchendaele-Zonnebcke  road  overlooking  Passch- 
endaele  itself.  DriVen  from  his  strong  positions  alid  organ- 
ized defences,  the  enemy  is  fighting  desperately  to  regain 
control  of  Bellevue  Spur  and  the  dominating  ridge  to  the 
iiouth.  Realizing  the  tremendous  importance  of  this  high 
ground,  which  information  from  captured  prisoners  proves 
the  German  infantry  were  ordered  to  hold  until  the  whole 
JB^arrisoti  was  killed  or  captured,  the  enemy   in   the   last

OTTAWA,  Oet  St. — ^A  novel  foaturo 
tn  connection  with  tho  Military  Berrtco 
Act  may  be  the  estebllehment  of  Cono- 
4Uin  exemption  tribunols  in  the  United 
^^tee.  When  tho  proeUttiotlon  coUInc 
out  the  rtrat  cImb  waa  published  a  sim- 
ilar noileo  waa  Issued  through  the 
length  and  hreadth'of  the  Vnlted  SUtes. 
Itfi  purpose  was  that  Canadianii  cemlnf 
within  the  class  wore  required  to  com- 
ply with  the  terms  of  the  proclamation. 
Canadians  realdont  across  thr,  border  aro 
urgod.  whereror  possible,  to  return  to 
Canada  for  the  hearin*  of  their  appli- 
cations for  exemption,  if  soch  applica- 
tions have  been  mad*.  It  may,  how- 
ever, be  found  that  when  large  numbers 
of  Canadians  have  settled  in  a  poKlc< 
ular  district  It  will  bo  more  practlcablo 
to  send  a  tribunal  across   the  line. 

For  this  purpose  an  order-ln-couocll 
has  been  pttssed  which  relates  that  the 
Minister  of  Justice  may  provide  for  the 
dispatch,  to  men  within  any  class  called 
out  by  a  proclamation  who  ~aro  real- 
dent  outside  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
of  formd  of  roport  for  serxjco  and  of 
claims  for  exemption  from  service,  for 
the  proper  recordlnir  of  such  reports 
and  claims  when  executed  and  returned, 
and  luch  medical  examination  aa  may 
be  required  and  a  constitution  of  local 
tribunals  within  or  out  of  Canada  for 
the  hearing  and  determination  of  tho 
claims  for  exemption  which  may  bo 
received  from  men  living  outside  of 
Canada. 

Establishment  of  any  Canadian  tri- 
bunals across  the  line  would  neeosMarliy 
ba  with-the  consent  of  the  United  at«,toa 
Government.  Men  who  have  aervod 
with  the  C.E.K.  In  Canada,  but  have 
not  been  overseas,  are  required  to  re- 
port or  to  claim  exemption  as  tho  caso 
may  ba. 

"WlMt  U  Tkoatro  of  Wm" 

An  exception  In  the  Military  Sorvlee 
Aot  rospeoting  discharged  men  had 
given  rise  to  some  mlsunderatandlag. 
It  excepts  men  who  have  since  Augnat 
4,  1*14,  sorved  In  the  military  or  naval 
foroos  of  Oroat  Britain  or  her  Alllea  in 
any  theatre  of  actual  war  and  have 
been  honorably < discharged  therefrom. 

Tho  dlflloulty  lay  in  defining  a 
"theatre  of  actual  war,"  and  whether 
or  not  men  would  bo  exempted  who  had 
merely  been  to  England.  An  authori- 
tative deltnttlon  of  the  phi;|tso  Is  tha: 
It  covers  the  case  of  men  "who  have 
served  overseas  whether  or  not  they 
have  boon  In  diraot  contact  with  the 
eaomy." 

Mou  who  have  overseaa  and  honor- 
ably  dlacterged  will  therefore  be  ex- 
oeptod. 

To  clear-  up  prevalent  misconceptions, 
tKe  Canadian  press  Is  requested  to 
state  that  all  men  coming  within  Clasi 
1,  no  aatCer  of  i^at  medical  category

The  Chilean  merchant  marine  flag.

The  Dolphin  was  transferred  to  the 
Chilean  registry  last  week,  following 
the  sale  of  the  ship  to  the  South 
American  government  by  the  Alaska 
Steamship  Company.  The  ship  is 
scheduled  to  be  placed -on  the  run  be- 
tween Valparaiso  and  Iqulque  and  way 
points.  For  a  number  of  years  the 
Dolphin,  which  was  built  in  1S92,  has 
been  plying  along  the  coast  north  of  the 
Sound,  and  wheA  she  was  brought  to 
Seattle  to  change  her  registry  was  ply- 
ing the  Southeastern  Alaska  run. 


Matson  liners  requisitioned  by  the  Oov- 
ernment.

terminated,  except  In  the,  coastwise 
trade  with  Alaska  and  between  Alaska 
ports.  Shipping  men  explained  yester- 
day that  some  of  the  smaller  vessels 
operated  between  Piiget  .Sound  and 
California  ports  might  be  diverted  to 
the  Alaska  trade  and  foreign  vessels 
chartered  for  service  on  the  coastwise 
route. 

The  Alexander  Act  states  that 
permits  for  the  operation  of  foreign 
vessels  on  the  coastwise  route  must  be 
obtained  from  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Board  deflning  th^  scope  of  the 
trade  and  the  time  of  such  employ- 
ment. The  new  law  also  stipulates 
that  preferences  must  be  given  to  ves- 
sels of  foreign  registry  owned,  leased 
or  chartered  by  citizens  of  the  United 
States  or  corporations  organised  under 
the  laws  of  thM  country.

Six  Vessels  of  New  $20,000,- 
000  Company  Are  on  Way 
to  'Frisco— ^ore  Building 
—Seattle  Has  Offices. 


Seven  Japanese  ahlpping  magnatea. 
each  of  whom  has  tnade  millions  in  the 
specUcular  rise  of  Japeneee  ocean  com- 
merce, have  combined  to  form  a  lift- 
•00.000  oorporatlon  to  ply  ateamere  be- 
tween the  Orient  and  the  Paolfle  Coast. 
Six  of  tbe  oompaliy's  steamers  have  al- 
ready  left  Japan  for  tea  Francisco,  and 
the  concern  has  opened  Northwest  head- 
quarters at  BeatUa  Mr.  Ralph  T. 
Johns,  formerly  of  the  Dodwell  *  Co. 
service.  Is  in  charge. 

The  Ocean  Transport  Company  Is  the 
name  of  the  new  company,  although  the 
organisation  handling  the  vessels  from 
Seattle  la  known  as  the  Trans-Oceanic 
Company. 

Belp  V.  8.  Skip  BvoMeat 

The  company  hah  been  formed.  It  is 
said,  at  the  suggestion  of  Washington 
and  Downing  Street.  Representations 
were  made  to  the  Japanese  to  help  the 
United  States  out  in  its  transportation 
problem,  and  this  is  how  Japan  Intends 
to  begin.  Cargo  rates,  it  Is  said,  will 
be  regulated  in  accordance  with  an  ar- 
rangement with  Washington. 

Everything  Is  arranged  for  the  sail- 
ings of  the  six  large  freighters  which 
have  already  left  Japan  to  maintain  a 
regular  run  between  the  Orient  and  this 
country,  and  the  six  10,000-ton  ships 
that  are  now  building  for  the  company 
In  Japan  will  be  on  the  run  beginning 
next  January,  at  tlie  rate  of  two  a 
month.  A  regular  monthly  or  even 
more  frequent  service  will  be  created, 
to  be  Increased  aa  demand  arises.  A 
triangle  service  is  proposed,  including 
Seattle  and  San  Prancisco  In  the  itiner- 
ary at   this   end.

Of  the  Isherwood  type,  flv*  of  the 
vessels  have  a  capacity  of  10,000  dead- 
weight tons  and  the  other  two  are 
capable  of  carrying  &,000  tons.

Illustrating  the  marvellous  scenting 
capacity  of  a  dog.  The  incident  is  re- 
lated as  an  experience  of  a  member  of 
tbe  Vancouver  Angling  and  Oame  Asso- 
ciation  when   pheasant   shooting. 

He  was  shooting  over  a  dog  of  the 
ordinary  field  spaniel  type,  brown  In 
color,  which  worked  exceedingly  well 
both  in  open  and  coverts.  About  the 
middle  of  the  morning  the  dog  ran  foul 
of  a  skunk,  and  was  ill-advised  enough 
to  attempt  to  kill  It,  with  the  usual  re- 
sult. The  skunk  fastened  Its  teeth  in 
the  dog's  chest  and  twisting  itself 
round  delivered  its  charge  of  fcAtid 
liquid  all  over  the  dog's  face  and  eyes. 

After  shaking  off  the  skunk  the  dog 
endeavored  to  clean  Itself  In  the  grass 
and  to  get  rid  of  the  offensive  odor. 
Naturally  one  would  have  expected  that 
the  dog's  power  of  scenting  birds  would 
b«  of  little  use  fer  the  remainder  ot 
that  day,  if  not  longer.  Curiously,  how- 
ever, within  half  an  hour  he  was  able 
to  work  Just  as  well  as  ever,  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact  did  some  very  hrllllBnt 
work  on  difficult  ground  over  which  the 
best  of  dogs  with  all  their  olfactory 
senses  unimpaired  might  well  have  been 
found  wanting.  What  strikes  one  as 
extraordinary  Is  thst  a  dog  that  was  so 
badly  skunked  as  that  could  possibly 
pick  np  and  work  on  the  comparatively 
delicate  scent  of  a  bird.  Tt  only  goes 
te  show  that  a  dog's  ability  to  pick  up 
and  difTerentlate  between  various  scents 
in  far  more  highly  developed  than  one 
would   have  thought  possible.

ANIMAL  \;^ORLD

The  development  of  humane  work  In 
the  laat  century  has  brought  about  also 
some  ^dlcal  changes  In  once  acoeifted 
theories  whic{i  commended  themselves 
only  to  the  unreasonable  and  the  un- 
thinking. 

Tho  unnecessary  "Blinders,"  for  in- 
stance, wers  suggested  by  tho  vanity 
oLa  notdaman— the  owner  of  «  vaiuaMe 
horse  which  waa  blind  In  one  eye,  and 
whose  defect  must  be  hidden.  Tho 
foolish  innovation  became  a  custom 
which  is  still  oHth  us,  snd  has  con- 
demned multitadeo  of  horses  with  per- 
fect slsht  to  the  wearing  of  the  useless 
blinders.  Moreover,  it  is  ao  uncommon 
thldg  to  see  the  victims  of  this  sense- 
less ciistom  with  this  portion  of  their 
harness  so  dilapidated  that  It  flaps  with 
every  motion  against  the  eye  of  the 
animal,  thus  producing  In  many  In- 
staqflps.  the  very  conditions  which  It 
was  originally  intended-to  hide.  Blind, 
ers  deprive  the  horse  of  Us  natural 
vision  and  are  responsible  for  many  of 
^s  vices  and  feara  Among  army  horses 
whore  fear  might  roasonably  be  felt 
they  are  not  (olerated. 

Of  all  the  flagrant  Impostures  prac- 
tised upon  dumb  and  defenoeleas  ani- 
mals, node  is  more  senseless  than  thst 
of  ddckldtf  the  tall.  It  had  Its  origin 
In  t|ie  savngcry  of  the  dark  ages,  but 
this  relic  of  barbarism  ig  only  coun- 
l^enanced  by  a  fooriionl-l^s  devoUes  of 
false  fashon. 

In  manir  states  across  tbs  line  It  Is 
made  a  prison  offence.  In  tho  British 
army  a  rule  was  established  that  no 
.  dockod  horses  would  be  aecepted  three 
years  from  thsr  daU  of  the  ordar— 
ItW. 

On*  of  the  greatest  humane  efforts  of 
late  baa  been  a  campaign  against  the 
cropping  of  dogs'  ears.  Public  opinion 
and  better  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  dog 
b(>eederfl  \iniJ  exhibitors  havs  killed  the 
practice  In  Great  Britain.  Dog  fighting 
— the  original  purpose  of  cropping — 
has  (one  out  of  fashion,  moreover  It 
has  been  Illegal  for  a  genpratlon  past. 
Appearance  Is  after  all  only  a  matter 
of  taste.  "Cropirinr'  is  now  condemned 
by  leading  veterlnarles  the  world  over, 
and  in  lima  the  cropped  dog  will  IsO  as 
scares  aa  the  great  auk."  '    ' 

The  dehorning  of  cattle  Is  another 
monstrous  evil,  declared  by  law  to  bo 
"cruel,  unreaaonabis  Snd  unnecessary 
abuse,"  and  mad^  Illegal  tn  Oreat  Brit- 
ain since  lltl. 

T^at  supremo  folly  the  tight  over- 
head check-rain  is'  fast  dlsappearinr 
It  producea  more  ills  than  It  ever  cured, 
and  is  only  cluns  to  by  the  few  who 
mistake  extremes  In  "dress"  for  good 
(aste.  It  Is  as  out  of  date  as  the  crtBe- 
Ifne.

The  majority  of  cruoltlos  are  tha  re« 
suH  of  thoughtlessness  rather  than  of 
deliberate  ill-treatment.

Many  persons  cling  to  tha  tdeik 
that  rabbits,  parrots,  rats,  mice  anU 
other  creaturea  kept  In  oaptKlty  need 
nd  water,  whereas  sll  animals  need  « 
plentiful  supply.  The  Inadequate  sup'< 
ply  of  horse  and  dogs'  troughs  Is  no^ 
tloeable  in  nearly  every  town,  but  thiB 
could  be  easily  remedied. 

Reforms  come  slowly  aBd  by  Batn« 
^ful  degrees.  We  have  disponsed^tls 
bear  and  bull-baiting  becauao  they 
were  abhorrent  to  our  better  feelings. 
Some  day  no  doubt  civilisation  will  rs- 
quirs  that  we  dispenss  also  with  per* 
forming  animals,  tho  brutalities  ot 
trapping,  with  the  old  horse  traffic,  tha 
horrors  of  tho  slaughter  house  and  % 
thousand  and  one  unnamed  cruelties. 

But  these  things  bring  thsir  Just  roe 
tribution.  Thoughtlessness  solf-grsod, 
cruelty,  culminate  for  us  >  in  a  debt  to 
be  paid  which  might  well  stagger  ua. 
We  may  plead  forgetfulneas  but  not 
ignorance,  and  our  Indifforenea 
our  greater  condemnation.  In 
things,  as  in  all  othsrs.  ths  tnsvltabia 
decree  will  hold  good— ^'Wlth  whst 
meaaure  ye  mete  It  shall  hs  measured 
to  you  again."

Mr.  J.  B.  Me- 
Arthtn-,  snd  others  interested  in  tlia 
development  of  the  port. 

A  total  of  three  thousand  tons  of  coke 
will  be  shipped  monthly,  requiring  for 
Its  traasfer  from  Femie  led  rallsray 
cars.  It  will  be  loaded  on  tha  Oranby 
Company's  hsrgss  st  the  O.  N,  wharf 
Where  an  electric  conveyor  Is  In  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Md.  Mercer,  of  the  SUr 
Shipyards.  It  is  a  modem  and  aeeno- 
mlcal  method  of  loading.  The  coke  la 
shevslted  from  the  cars  Into  a  hopper 
attached  to  an  endless  halt,  which  ear* 
rlea  It  np  the  incline  and  pours  It  Into 
the  hold  of  the  barge.  The  barges  will 
Carry  about  I.SOO  lona  each,  eo  that  It 
will  take  two  barges  a  month  to  tran- 
sport tha  oeka.
